There  are  amide  ])laying  fields,  a  j)Ool,  two  basketball  doors, 
gymnastic  a])paratns,  tennis  courts,  and  plenty  of  debts  and 
woods  for  hikes.

At  St.  Josei)h’s  the  boy  enjoys  the  freedom  and  natural 
beauty  of  an  extensive  camjuis.  The  daily  ])rograin  of 
balanced  activities  is  a  safeguard  against  many  of  the  tensions 
and  distractions  associated  with  present-day  living.  The  time 
of  retiring  and  rising  is  such  as  to  afford  tired  bodies  nine 
hours  of  refreshing  sleep  and  to  keej)  sickness  at  a  distance. 
Mdien,  however,  a  boy  feels  indis])Osed  a  trained  nurse  is  al¬ 
ways  available  for  first  aid.  The  a])pointments  of  the  inttrmary 
building  are  com])lete  and  homelike;  the  eiiuijunent  for  hos- 
]>italization  is  up  to  date.

Small  classes  and  the  lengthened  recitation  period  afford 
an  o])])ortunity  for  a  great  deal  of  individual  atteution  and 
su])ervision  in  the  classroom.

WHAT  ABOUT  CHARAi^TER  EDUCATIOAl  AND 
RELTGIOUE  TRAINING? 


That,  indeed,  is  the  })riinary  purj)ose  of  a  Catholic  school. 
St.  Joseph’s  Academy  tries  to  i)re])are  its  students  for  life 
and  eternity,  with  the  Catholic  understanding  that  both  are 
intimately  united.  The  ])riests  and  brothers  haye  dedicated 
their  liyes  to  the  end  of  building  boys  into  young  men  of 
spiritual  outlook,  physical  vigor,  and  sound  scholarship.  Not 
only  in  religion  classes  but  in  the  presentation  of  eyery  course, 
an  effort  is  made  to  impart  to  the  student  a  better  under¬ 
standing  of  right  principles  and  their  application  to  moral 
living.  Acadeniv’  students  attend  Mass  in  the  morning,  and 
benediction  in  the  ev^ening;  the  reception  of  the  sacraments 
is  a  daily  opj)ortunity.

(2)  Ap¬ 
plication  for  admission  filed  with  the  Princiival  of  the  Academy. 
(  Application  forms  will  be  furnished  ui)on  request)  (3)  Testi¬ 
monial  of  good  character  from  the  ])astor  of  the  ajqjlicant’s 
l)arents.  (4)  liiysician’s  certificate  of  good  health,  and  testi¬ 
monial  of  immunization  against  dij)htheria.  (5)  If  the  appli¬ 
cant  has  })reyiously  attended  high  school,  a  certificate  of  honor¬ 
able  dismissal  and  transcript  of  credits  should  be  sent  directly 
by  the  office  of  the  high  school  to  the  Principal  of  St.  Joseph’s 
Academy. 
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WHAT  ARE  THE  GRADUATION  REQUIREMENTS? 


The  student  must  have  attended  regularly  organized  high 
school  classes  for  eight  semesters,  of  wiiich  one  ^ear  must 
have  been  at  St.  Jose})lds.  He  must  have  earned  a  minimum 
of  sixteen  units  of  credit,  properly  distributed.  Required  by 
Indiana  School  Law^  are:  Three  units  of  English,  and  one  of 
(Myics,  \J.  S.  History,  Mathematics,  Science,  and  Health-Physi- 
cal  Education  respectiyely.  The  remaining  eight  are  elective. 


^yHAT  /aS'  the  ACADEMY’^  CONNECTION:  WITH 
ET.  AOEEPHAE  COLJjECE? 


The  excellent  e(ini])ineiit  of  many  of  the  college  bnihlings 
is  at  the  dis})osal  of  academy  students — Science  Hall,  Library, 
.Music  Hall,  Fieldhonse,  Alnmni  Theatre,  etc.  Academy 
students  also  haye  the  ])riyilege  of  attending  college  athletic 
eyents,  plays,  concerts,  and  gnest  lectures. 


In  connection  ^yith  the  accelerated  })rogram,  St.  .Joseph’s 
('ollege  will  admit  to  freshman  college  courses,  pro])erly  (piali- 
tied  high  school  seniors  who  have  coniideted  fifteen  units  of 
credit  at  the  end  of  their  seventh  semester  in  high  school. 
Seniors  thus  admitted  may  complete  the  requirements  for  a 
high  school  diploma  by  taking  the  necessary  courses  in  the 
Academy. 


St.  .Joseph’s  College  has  inaugurated  an  accelerated  ])ro- 
grani  of  study  for  the  “duration,”  enabling  its  students  to 
com])lete  the  college  course  in  three  years,  (’ourses  of  instruc¬
